WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has voted on the eve of 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew's 
Asian tour to cut supplemental 
allowances for South Korean 
and Thailand troops fighting in 
Vietnam. 


The action, which could be 


overturned in a Senate-House 
conference, came Thursday de- 
spite a warning by Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, R-S.C., that it could 
prompt the two countries to quit 
the war and slow U.S. with- 
drawal from Vietnam. 


It could stir a strong reaction 


in South Korea and Thailand, 
whose leaders frequently have 
expressed concern about state- 
ments and actions of antiwar 
senators. 


Agnew leaves from California 


Saturday for the Asian visit. He 
will meet with leaders in South 
Korea, Thailand, South Vietnam 
and Taiwan. 


Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 


chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, sponsored the 
amendment, which passed by 
voice vote after an endorsement 
from Sen. John Stennis, D- 
Miss., chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee.

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Butcher New Cutting 
Wider Swath as an 
International Idol

NEW YORK (AP) - Any 


woman in the world would be 
happy to buy pork chops from a 
butcher as handsome as Alain 
Delon—no matter how heavy a 
thumb he put on the scales. 


But 
the 
actor, 
who once 


whacked up hams in his stepfa- 
ther's pork shop in a Paris sub- 
urb, is now cutting a wider 
swath as an international mati- 
nee idol. 


At 34, tall, dark, blue-eyed 


and handsome, Delon is strik- 
ingly reminiscent of the late Ty- 
rone Power. In the latest of his 
30 or more films, "Borsalino," 
which he also produced, he is 
co-starred with Jean-Paul Bel- 
mondo. They play a couple of 
small-time rogues who wind up 
dominating the Marseilles un- 
derworld. 


Vanity is about the only buffer 


an actor has between himself 
and the rude shocks of this 
world, and many a one believes 
his career to be the most impor- 
tant thing in the universe. 


Alain regards his craft with a 


more Gallic practicality. 


"A statesman, a scientist or a 


writer can put his stamp upon 
his time," he said, "but not an 
actor. There is a difference be- 
tween creativity and interpreta- 
tion. 


"I don't have the vanity to 


want to be eternal. A famous 
painter might paint your por- 
trait, and it might be eternal— 
but you wouldn't be eternal. 


"It is only the creation that is 


eternal. It remains. The indivi- 
dual is dead." 


Alain put down his butcher 


knife at 17 and spent four years 
in the French 
marines. He 


worked briefly as a porter be- 
fore journeying with a group of 
actor friends to the film festival 
at Cannes, where he caught the 
eyes of producers. 


His youthful experiences left 


Delon with some intense and 
positive views about living. 


"Life is a constant fight, but 


beautiful," he said. "You fight 
every day for what you believe, 
but it is worth it. It is ail too 
short anyway. It is a race run 
so fast it is a shame. 


"I want to live for myself and 


the few people I love. I want to 
do only the things I believe in 
deeply, so that I can look in the 
mirror at my face and not be 
ashamed." 


Divorced more than two years 


ago from his actress wife, Na- 
thalie Delon, Alain is devoted to 
his 6-year-old son Anthony. 


"I worry only about him and 


no one else," he said. "All my 
life is him. He is the contin- 
uation of myself. 


"I am almost of the past. He 


is the future. 


"He is so sensitive, so touch- 


ing—and so sensible. I'd like 
him to be a surgeon." 


Discussing his own personali- 


ty, Alain said he felt his best 
quality was "a sense of friend- 
ship," and his worst fault lack 
of self-control.

Storm Dorothy 
Is fating to 
Hard Wind 


MIAMI (AP) - Weakened in 


her passage through the moun- 
tains of the Windward Islands, 
Tropical storm Dofothy packed 
a top wind punch of only 50 
miles an hour today on a west- 
northwest course across the 
Caribbean Sea. 


Winds had been hitting 70 


mph Thursday. 


A gradual rebuilding of inten- 


sity was forecast, however, and 
residents of Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands, Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic were ad- 
vised to keep informed of storm 
advisories. 


A Navy reconnaissance report 


placed the storm center near 
latitude 15.1 north, Longitude 
64.0 west, about 260 miles south- 
east of San Juan and 1,000 miles 
east-southeast of Miami. It was 
moving at 14 tn.p.h. 


Gale force winds covered an 


area 150 miles in diameter. 


First reports indicated that 


Martinique experienced 
minor 


damage as the storm battered 
its way through the leeward 
chain.

Japan, 15 
Are Killed 
TOKYO (AP) — Anita, the 


most powerful typhoon to hit Ja- 
pan so far this year, killed at 
least 15 persons in Western Ja- 
pan and injured 222 others to- 
day. The weather bureau said 
the destructive storm might 
veer back across northern Ja- 
pan. 


Police said five persons were 


missing, 1,865 families 
were 


homeless and more than 45,000 
houses were damaged or flood- 
ed. 


After its death-dealing sweep 


across Shikoku, the main south- 
ern Japanese island, the storm 
moved into the Sea of Japan. 
The winds dropped from 111 to 
78 miles per hour. 


Heavy wind and rain on the 


fringe of the storm soaked Expo 
'70 in Osaka, 167 miles north- 
west of Anita's path, but offi- 
cials said 249,260 had visited the 
Asian world's fair by noon. 


IX)NDON (AP) - Sir Peter 


Runge, 61, chairman of the Brit- 
ish National Export Council and 
former president of the Federa- 
tion of British Industries, died 
Wednesday. He also was a vice 
chairman of Tate & Lyle, a 
large sugar concern.

Explosives Set 
OH When 
Ship Sinks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


explosion was felt aboard escort 
vessels three minutes after a 
ship with 5,000 tons of bombs 
and ammunition was scuttled 
118 miles off the 
Maryland 


coast, the Navy says. 


There was no damage to the 


vessels, which were about five 
miles from the sinking IJberty 
ship Davis Hughes. 


The ship went under at short- 


ly after noon Thursday after 
taking water through open sea- 
cocks for five hours. No further 
details were announced. 


The Hughes was similar to the 


ship used Tuesday to dump 
nerve gas and rockets off Flori- 
da. The sinking was the 20th of 
the Operation Chase program to 
dump obsolete munitions and 
warfare gases into the sea.

The border city of Texarkana 


continued to have minor flood- 
ing problems this morning after 
more rain fell Thursday night, 
giving the city more than six 
inches of rain since midnight 
Wednesday.

"While the financial terms 


were satisfactory for both par- 
ties, and have been for several 
weeks," Pats President William 
H. Sullivan Jr. said, "there 
were certain conditions desired 
by Nance and his advisors that 
the Patriots felt they could not 
grant without giving up some of 
the prerogatives of manage- 
ment."

other car for 499 miles, then 
pass everybody on the last 
lap," he said Thursday. "That's 
the way to do it, the only way." 


Brooks, 29, was one of many 


drivers who had complained 
earlier this year about the in- 
creasing speeds of stock racing 
cars on the big speedways. 


And he was among the first 


to approve when NASCAR im- 
posed a rule 10 days ago that 
requires special plates to re- 
duce venturi openings on car- 
buretors. The idea is to slow 
the cars down, and at the same 
time reduce the number of bro- 
ken engines and 
suspension 


failure.,. 


The rule went into effect at 


the Yankee 400 in Michigan last 
Sunday. The 4,000-pound stock- 
era ran 45 miles slower than 
they did at the same track in 
June and only two of the 40 
starters had to quit because of 
engine failures. 


But the most dramatic evi- 


dence of the effectiveness of 
the rule came at Talladega 
Thursday when 20 drivers, in- 
cluding Brooks, earned starting 
spots in the 50-car field for Sun- 
day's race at Alabama Inter- 
national Speedway, a highly 
banked 2.66-mile trioval. 


Bobby Isaac won the pole po-

MIAMI (AP) — A law Which 


authorizes creation of federal 
concentration camps under cri- 
sis conditions was praised today 
by the chairman of a committee 
considering its repeal. 


Rep. 
Richard H. Ichord, D- 


Mo., said the statute might have 
prevented—rather than allowed 
the detention of 112,000 Japa- 
nese-Americans during World 
War II, an episode viewed by 
many historians as unwarrant- 
ed. 


Ichord's Committee on Inter- 


nal Security began hearings five 
months ago on a Senate-passed 
repealer for the law, the Emer- 
gency Detention Act, which pro- 
vides for rounding up subver- 
sives in time of war or insurrec- 
tion. 


"Frankly, I would prefer to 


see the Congress consider per- 
fecting 
amendments 
which 


would put to rest the fears of 
those most sincerely critical— 
namely the Japanese-Ameri- 
cans," Ichord said. 


His remarks were prepared 


for the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars 71st national convention. 


"But I am something less 


than anxious," he continued, "to 
grant some of its other critics- 
such as the Communist Party— 
the 
satisfaction 
of 
having 


stripped our country of any ap- 
propriate 
and 
constitutional 


means cf protecting itself." 


Repeal of the law passed the 


Senate last Dec. 22 with little 
debate and has been urged in 
the House by Japanese-Ameri- 
can groups, and witnesses citing 
rumors the law might be used 
against black militants and riot- 
ers. 


The Justice Department has 


said it would support repeal to 
quell such rumors. 


But Ichord 
argued 
repeal 


would also remove the law's 
safeguards including due proc- 
ess appeal procedures for ac- 
cused subversives and leave the 
President unrestricted 
in an 


emergency, as President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt was, to order 
detentions. 


Had the act been in effect on 


Dec. 7, 1941," Ichord contended, 
"the unhappy executive order 
affecting 
Japanese-Americans 


would very probably never have 
been issued." 


The law was enacted in 1950 


by a Congress that made clear 
it was aimed against Commu- 
nists. Specifically, it authorizes 
detention of persons declared 
potential subversives by the at- 
torney general in time of de- 
clared war, invasion of the Unit- 
ed States or internal insurrec- 
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lion. 


Ichord has said the law clear- 


ly does not apply to current 
domestic disorders, but groups 
including the American Civil 
Liberties Union have argued nt 
House hearings that it could be 
invoked now if campus or slum 
riots were declared insurrec- 
tions. 


Took Oath Abroad

only vice-president to take 
the oath of office in a foreign 
country.

We have an ironclad rule 


against preempting in first 
or second seat when we hold 
two aces. We are too likely 
to wind up missing a slam. 
On the o t h e r hand, there 
have been many occasions 
when we open such hands 
with one, only to wind up 
wishing we had preempted. 


It doesn't make much dif- 


ference what South opens to- 
day. He is going to wind up 
at four hearts. Not that three 
no-trump by North wouldn't 
be a better final contract. 
The only way to beat him is 
a spade lead by East and a 
diamond return and that de- 
fense is most unlikely. 


Anyway, South did pre- 


empt and West opened the 
jack of diamonds. The de- 
fense 
took 
two diamond 


tricks and led a third one, 
which South ruffed. South 
drew trumps with two leads, 
laid down his ace of clubs 
and s t a r t e d to run some 
more trumps. 


This ace of clubs play was 


a surprise to West. Here was 
South opening four hearts 
with a solid suit and a side 
ace. Why was he going out 
of his way to show that ace 
so early In the play? Per- 
haps he was crazy or, more 
likely, the ace was a single- 
ton. 


West decided to make that 


assumption, so he proceeded 
to throw his three remaining 
clubs as quickly as possible. 
Then, when South got around 
to leading a spade, West was 
ready with a low one. South 
could have made an over- 
trick by going up with the 
king but he chose to play the 
jack and was set one trick. 


We don't think much of 


South's ace of clubs play. We 
feel certain that, if he had 
held back that ace and led 
a spade early, West would 
have gone up with the ace on 
the theory that his partner 
would be sitting with the ace 
of clubs.

ORDINANCE UPDATING 


MUNICIPLE CODES 


WHEREAS the City of Hope has 
adopted 
by reference the 


Southern Standard Housing 
Code, the Arkansas State 
Plumbing Code, the National 
Electric Code, the Southern 
Standard Building Code, and the 
American Insurance Association 
Fire Prevention Code; and 
WHEREAS certain of these 
codes have recently been 
revised; 


NOW, THEREFORE BE IT 
ORDAINED BY THE BOARD 
OF DIRECTORS OF THE CITY 
OF HOPE, ARKANSAS THAT: 


1. The 1969 edition of the 
Southern Standard Housing Code 
and the 1969 edition of the 
Southern Standard Building 
Code are hereby adopted by 
reference for use by the City. 
2. That the National Electric 
Code of 1969 is hereby adopted by 
reference for use by the City.

Good news for victims of 


Parkinson's palsy, L-dopa, 
the widely publicized com- 
pound that has helped so 
many in experimental stud- 
ies is now available under 
the name, Dopar. Because a 
great demand is anticipated, 
it has been distributed only 
to hospitals and doctors who 
are treating this disease. 
General distribution to drug- 
stores will be made when 
production of the drug comes 
into full swing. Research on 
the drug is continuing. 


It is only fair to state, 


however, that not everyone 
with Parkinsonism will bene- 
fit from the use of Dopar. It 
should not be taken by any- 
one with uncontrolled kid- 
ney, thyroid, adrenal, liver, 
heart, lung or blood disease 
or glaucoma. The long-term 
safety of the drug and its 
safety in pregnant women 
has not yet been determined. 
The drug must be given with 
caution to anyone who has a 
peptic ulcer or psychoneu- 
rosis. 


Anyone who is taking this 


drug should report all un- 
usual symptoms to his doc- 
tor immediately. The known 
side effects include nausea,

That steak, corn, bread 


and ice cream you had for 
dinner last night didn't just 
show up in your grocery 
store by magic. They were 
p r o d u c e d using modern 
farming techniques, many of 
them devised by people in 
the challenging field of agri- 
cultural engineering. 


Agricultural engineers use 


basic engineering principles 
to develop equipment and 
methods that improve the 
efficiency and economy of 
production, processing and 
distribution of food and other 
agricultural products. 


They are concerned pri- 


marily with the design of 
farm machinery, equipment 
and structures; utilization of 
electrical energy on farms 
and in food and feed process- 
ing plants; conservation and 
management of soil and wa- 
ter resources; and design 
and operation of processing 
equipment to prepare agri- 
cultural products for mar- 
ket. 


They usually specialize in 


a particular area of work, 
such as research and devel- 
opment, design, testing and 
application, 
p r o d u c t i o n , 


sales or management. 


A bachelor's degree is the 


generally 
accepted 
educa- 


tional requirement. It is of- 
fered by some 265 colleges, 
universities and engineering 
schools through the country. 
In a typical four-year agri- 
cultural engineering curricu- 
lum, 
the first two years are 


spent studying basic science 
—math, physics and chemis- 
try—and the humanities, so- 
cial sciences and English. 
The last two years are de- 
voted chiefly to studies in 
specific engineering courses. 


Most of the 12,000 to 15,000 


agricultural engineers in the 
United States are employed 
in p r i v a t e industry—espe- 
cially by manufacturers of 
farm equipment and special- 
ized lines of field, barnyard, 
processing and household 
equipment. The federal gov- 
ernment employs about 700, 
chiefly in the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service and Agricultural 
Research Service of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Employment 
of agricul- 


tural engineers is expected 
to grow moderately through 
the 1970s. This will result 
from increased mechaniza- 
tion of farm o p e r a t i o n s , 
more emphasis on conserva- 
tion of resources, an expand- 
ing population's demand for 
food and fiber and wider use 
of agricultural products and 
wastes as industrial raw ma- 
terials.

Education 
nomination 
Hits Snag

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


expected nomination of an out- 
spoken, former big-city school 
superintendent as U.S. commis- 
sioner of education has met a 
White House roadblock after 
protests from organized labor. 


The struggle within the Nixon 


administration over the nomina- 
tion is proving the first major 
test of strength for Elliot L. 
Richardson, new secretary of 
health, education and welfare. 


Administration sources con- 


firmed that Richardson settled 
almost a month ago on Sidney 
P. Mar land, former Pittsburgh 
school chief, for the sensivite No. 
1 job in the office of education. 
Marland has a reputation as an 
innovative, strong administrator 
who speaks his mind freely. 


The White House, however, 


has yet to approve Richardson's 
choice 
and 
send 
Marland's 


name to the Senate for confir- 
mation. 


Marland, 
already 
on 
the 


H.E.W. payroll as a consultant, 
is meeting almost daily with de- 
partment officials and has used 
the undersecretary's office to 
interview 
candidates for top 


jobs in the education office. 


Asked about the nomination to 


be education commissioner, he 
declined to comment. 


Richardson's aides, while ex- 


pressing 
confidence Marland 


will receive presidential approv- 
al, are beginning to show worry 
over the delay. They

Independently, the state's Ed- 


ucation Department reached the 
same conclusions about tension 
as the survey. It advertised:

The response was astounding, 


with 11,000 Americans asking 
further information to the one 
insertion 
advertisement 
in 


newspapers in seven cities, New 
York, Washington, St. Louis, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
New Orleans and Chicago. 


The fact that the psychologi- 


cal survey was commissioned at 
all shows at least the growing 
awareness here of America as a 
source for migrants. The survey 
was aimed at improving coun- 
seling techniques and giving 
better service to intending mi- 
grants. 


The investigation covered 129 


American 
migrants, 
all 
of 


whom had been in Australia for 
more than three months but less 
than a year. 


Fifty-three 
of these inter- 


viewed were married with chil- 
dren, 29 married with no chil- 
dren, and 37 single people. 


The families were almost 


unanimous: They wanted to es- 
cape the tension and pressure of 
life in the United States, they 
said. 


Other motivations included 


race problems, smog, pollution, 
overcrowding and even traffic 
jams. 


These subjects were men- 


tioned, too, by the young mar- 
rieds and the singles, though 
their main reason for coming to 
Australia was a wish to travel 
and to experience life in another 
country. 


According to the probe, the 


Americans were better educat- 
ed than the average migrant. 


They found it easy to find jobs 


but, even though briefed by Aus- 
tralian immigration officers in 
the United States, still found the 
salary drop a shock.

Migrants can expect up to 


$375.20 toward each adult fare 
and up to $403.20 for each 
child's fare. 


As assisted passage migrants, 


newcomers must stay for two 
years or repay the subsidy. 


The survey found that fewer 


than 10 per cent of American 
migrants came from the South 
which, to some commentators 
here, exploded the theory that 
Australia is attracting white 
racist Americans. 


It is true, however, that as- 


sisted passages are open only to 
persons of European descent, 
which has resulted in a Jamai- 
can in Britain submitting a 
complaint to the Race Relations 
Board there.

Rules Out 
Voting in 
2 Primaries 


SPRINGDALE, Ark. (AP) — 


James Blair, general counsel 
for the state Democratic party, 
said Thursday his opinion was 
that a person could not vote in 
the Republican preferential pri- 
mary Aug. 25 then vote Sept. 
8 in the Democratic party's 
general primary. 


Blair made the reply in an- 


swer to an opinion sought by 
Luke A. Moorman Jr., chair- 
man of the Pulaski County 
Democratic Committee. 


Blair noted that Democratic 


party chairman Charles D. Mat- 
thews of North Little Rock was 
out of state and that Blair's an- 
swer was strictly his own and 
did not represent the opinion of 
the Democratic State Commit- 
tee or the Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee. 


Blair pointed out that Act 465 


of 1969 provides that it is a 
felony, punishable by imprison 
ment for not less than one year 
or a $5,000 fine, or both, for a 
person to vote in more than one 
party primary on the same day 
or for candidates for more than 
one political party. 


"Inasmuch as a general pri- 


mary is a runoff or continua- 
tion of the preferential primary, 
to vote either Republican or 
Democrat and then to vote in 
the runoff of the other party for 
a different candidate for a giv- 
en office could well be inter- 
preted as a violation of the of- 
fense for voting for candidates 
of more than one political par- 
ty," Blair said. 


In addition, Blair said, "it is 


a felony for any election offi- 
cial or other persons to fradu- 
lently permit any person to 
vote illegally." 


"It would be my strong rec- 


ommendation that all Demo- 
crats stay out of the Republican 
primary, either preferential or 
general, and that all Demo- 
cratic election officials consci- 
entiously attempt to prevent 
any person voting in the Repub- 
lican primary from voting in 
either the Democratic preferen- 
tial or general primary," Blair 
said. 


Blair said that under current 


election laws, the Democratic 
party can establish its own 
qualifications for the 
people 


voting in its primary. 


Earlier this year, the Demo- 


cratic State Committee called a 
special meeting and interpreted 
party rules as saying that "any 
person may vote in any Demo- 
cratic primary election held in 
this state without challenge." 


This interpretation was made 


so that those who supported 
George Wallace's presidential 
bid in 1968 could vote in the 
Democratic primary. 


Thomas Glaze of Uttle Rock, 


chairman of the Election Laws 
Institute, quoted the Democratic 
party rule interpretation and 
said this had created confusion 
among the voters. Glawp told a 
news conference, however, that 
it would be up to the party to 
make a final determination on 
this issue. 
Blair said the Wallace inter- 


pretation was one of party rules 
and not one of st*t* flection 
law. He said the party could 
not violate tte state ttection 
code and that any telirpreta- 
tioas could not violate the law.

bear with extreme caution. 


Temporarily, at least, Soviet 


leaders seem to want to turn 
their attention away from Eu- 
rope, to mark time there. They 
are concerned about Red China 
and Asia, but China may be 
more an irritation than a real 
worry. 


Historically, 
Moscow 
has 


liked to take care of one big 
project at a time, having a dis- 
taste for chewing too many 
large bites simultaneously. It 
would seem that for some long 
time to come the center of So- 
viet attention will be the Middle 
East. That should make the Mid- 
dle East the No. 1 problem ot 
the United States, Vietnam not- 
withstanding. 


Soviet 
leaders 
have 
just 


briefed the top brass of their 
Warsaw Pact clients on the 
wherefores of the agreement 
with West Germany, whose 
clauses on mutual guarantees of 
frontiers and renunciation of 
force mean little. The idea of 
West Germany alone threaten- 
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ing Moscow is ridiculous, no 
matter how scary Soviet propa- 
ganda can be on that subject. 


There are other aims. One is 


economic: the need of the Rus- 
sians for West German know* 
how and goods. Another may 
stem from an anxiety for stabil- 
ity on the immediate western 
borders because of Moscow's in- 
ternal economic and political 
problems. The Russians have a 
24th Community Party Congress 
coming up next March—a year 
late—which could bring clashes 
on both economic and political 
fronts between entrenched party 
bureaucrats and the reform- 
minded element, some of the 
latter even seeking a bit of de- 
mocratization. 


But internal strains are noth- 


ing new to Soviet leaders and 
have not seemed much of a de- 
terrent to pursuit of foreign poli- 
cy goals. One of these goals can 
be to nail down the status quo in 
Europe. In Eastern Europe, the 
Brezhnev doctrine, asserting the 
right to interfere in any Com- 
munist-ruled country, secures 
the European buffer zone. At 
the same time, the treaty with 


West Germany points in the di- 
rection of eliminating potential 
troubles on the Soviet Bloc's 
western flank 
while Moscow 


pursues imperialist aims In the 
Middle East and Mediterranean 
areas. 


The Russians are not support- 


ing Egypt in an expensive way 
against Israel because they love 
the color of Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser's mustache. Russian czars 
and commissars have always 
had hungry ideas about the Mid- 
dle East and the Mediterranean, 
and there is no reason to as- 
sume they have suddenly re- 
formed and abandoned those no- 
tions. 


The area—and a measure of 


control over its enormous re- 
serves of oil—is hugely impor- 
tant to the United States and the 
Atlantic allies, whose military 
leaders react in alarm to Soviet 
shows of strength. 


The road to domination of the 


Middle East is through its top 
leader. In Kremlin eyes, an un- 
tidy situation may exist in the 
area. Nasser, while using Soviet 
largesse, resists the Communist 
embrace.

Some odd trails of human 


behavior are indicated in a 
report from the safety bureau of 
the U. S. Department of Tran- 
sportation which shows, on the 
one hand, that not one person 
wearing a combination lap belt 
and shoulder harness has been 
killed in a car accident at speeds 
up to 60 miles an hour. 


But on the other hand, it is 


estimated that only 20 or 30 
percent of all drivers and 
passengers who have seat belts 
available actually wear them, 
and only 4 percent having 
shoulder harnesses wear them 
while motoring. Expert studies 
have consistently proved that 
seat belts have been saving lives 
and preventing more serious 
injuries ever since laws were 
enacted to require their use. 


A recent story by the U.S. 


Safety Bureau estimated that 
2,000 persons saved their lives in 
a single year because they wore 
the seat belts and another 8,000 
more would have survived had 
they buckled up. 
Cornell 


University studies have in- 
dicated that from 8,000 to 10,000 
lives could be saved each year if 
shoulder harnesses were worn. 


Seat bells and harnesses are 


now standard equipment on 
automobiles but there is a 
continued reluctance on the part 
of drivers and passengers to 
wear protective equipment. 
What can be done by law en- 
forcement people and equipment 
experts if the motoring public by 
and large, stubbornly refuses to 
protect itself from injury and 
death?

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Very Few GIs 
Picked Up 
in Drug Raids

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Pentagon official reports 58 nar- 
cotics raids during the first half 
of the year netted only 29 U.S. 
servicemen in Vietnamese bars, 
houses of prostitution and pri- 
vate homes where dangerous 
drugs were available. 


That testimony Thursday by 


Frank A. Bartimo, the Penta- 
gon's assistant general counsel 
for manpower and reserve af- 
fairs, prompted Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd, D-Conn., to ask about oth- 
er witnesses' reports that opera- 
tors of such places were tipped 
in advance so Americans could 
flee. 


Bartimo told Dodd's subcom- 


mittee he had "heard the same 
thing but I cannot indulge in ru- 
mors or guesses." 


"You 
scare me," Dodd said. 


"I don't think you yet believe it 
is a serious problem." 


"I repeat," BarUmo said, "I 


do believe it is a very serious 
problem" and such things are 
"undoubtedly true—but I'm giv- 
ing you hard, responsible statis- 
tics." 


Dodd, saying he wants to help 


the drug victims, contended "it 
has taken four years to get the 
Pentagon to recognize there is a 
problem." 


While Dodd's subcommittee 


was completing its latest hear- 
ings, the alcoholism and narcot- 
ics subcommittee headed by 
Sen. Harold E. Hughes, D-Iowa, 
was said to be considering a 
possible visit to Vietnam, per- 
haps only by staff aides, to in- 
vestigate the situation on the 
spot. 


Vice Adm. William P. Mack, 


head of a Pentagon task force 
on drag policy, told the Dodd 
panel: "I do not know of any 
case where the national security 
has been jeopardized by drug 
abuse." 


He also said there is "no evi- 


dence of drug involvement" al- 
though he personally feels drugs 
played a part in the alleged My 
Lai massacre in Vietnam. He 
responded 
when 
questioned 


about a former Army squad 
leader's testimony earlier this 
year that some squad members 
smoked marijuana the night be- 
fore the unit participated in ac- 
tion leading to the alleged mas- 
sacre. 


Mack also said that while 


there may be some instances 
where some platoon or squad 
members might endanger col- 
leagues by using drugs, "we 
don't at this moment view that 
what we are trying to do in Viet- 
nam is endangered."

can surveillance of the Middle 
East cease-fire by satellite and 
U2 spy plane, calling the plan a 
"pretext for espionage." Politi- 
cal circles in Israel said this 
showed Cairo had "something to 
hide." 


Such reconnaissance, "even if 


undertaken 
over 
Israeli-held 


territories, could provide Israel 
with additional advantages in 
the present delicate circum- 
stances," said Cairo's semioffi- 
cial newspaper Al Ahram. 


The Egyptian statement came 


as a surprise. When the United 
States announced earlier in the 
week that it was undertaking re- 
connaissance and had informed 
Egypt, it was generally under- 
stood that it was being done 
with Cairo's consent. 


Al Ahram said Egypt's stand 


had been known all along. It 
added that the United States 
"must adopt a neutral stand re- 
garding this issue" if it is inter- 
ested in seeing peace in the 
Middle East. 


Al Ahram said Egypt also had 


turned 
down 
an 
American 


suggestion for Soviet high-level 
reconnaissance. But both the 


U.S.. 
Suggestion and the Egyp- 


tian rejection were formalities 
because the Soviet Union al- 
ready has large numbers of mil- 
itary personnel on duty with 
Egypt's air and missile forces, 
and needs no high-flying planes 
or spaceships to keep it abreast 
of developments. 


In Israel, opposition parties 


demanded that the Israeli par- 
liament be recalled from its 
summer vacation for an urgent 
debate on Israeli-American re- 
lations, and the state radio said 
the lawmakers probably would 
return to Jerusalem on Monday. 


The opposition was expected 


to try to exploit the rift between 
the U.S. and Israeli govern- 
ments over Washington's refus- 
al to give full backing to the Is- 
raeli charges that Egypt has vi- 
olated the cease-fire by moving 
SAM antiaircraft missiles closer 
to the Suez Canal truce line.

Moscow 
in Mood for 
Peacemaking

What's the Kremlin mood 


these days? Is peace about to 
break out? 


The Russians show an interest 


in easing the danger in the Mid- 
dle East. Moscow has signed a 
treaty with West Germany re- 
nouncing use of force. There are 
hints that Moscow is listening to 
American proposals at the stra- 
tegic arms talks. In Europe, the 
Kremlin plumps for relaxation.

Tension Main Reason 
That Many 
Migrate to

SYDNEY (AP) - Tension in 


the United States is the main 
reason for an increase in the 
number of Americans migrating 
to Australia. This is the conclu- 
sion of a survey by the psychol- 
ogy section of the government's 
Immigration Department. 


The investigation 
indicated 


that unlike the majority of the 
1.6 million 
migrants—mainly 


from Britain and Europe—who 
have settled in Australia since 
World War II, Americans are 
not seeking higher salaries, bet- 
ter housing or even job ad- 
vancement. 


"They just want to get away," 


said an immigration official. 


The number of American mi- 


grants is still small: The esti- 
mated 3,600 this year is fewer 
than 2 per cent of Australia's 
annual intake. But it U increas- 
ing ; 10 years ago only 780 Amer- 
icans came here as settlers.

source. The Canberra govern- 
ment has been anxious to avoid 
being accused of "people-poach- 
ing."

Australia has immigration of- 


fices in New York, Washington 
and San Francisco. Two bu- 
reaus, in Chicago and Los an- 
geles, are scheduled to open 
soon.

wish to serve potential migrants 
better and to cope with the in- 
creasing flow of inquiries. 


Two years ago, there were 


76,000 inquiries. This jumped to 
100,000 last year. In the first six 
months of 1970 the total was 
61,664.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - State 


Auditor Jimmie "Red" Jones 
guesses that about 510,000 Ar- 
kansans will turn out for Tues- 
day's primaries, but he says 
that speculating on the vote 
tatal is "like predicting when 
the world wul come to an end." 


Jones, keeper of the state's 


voter registration figures, bases 
his estimate on a comparison of 
vote totals and the number of 
registered voters in 1968. 


In 1968, 769,704 voters were 


registered to participate in the 
primaries, and 444,122 cast bal- 
lots, 414,877 for six Democratic 
gubernatorial candidates. 


This year, 821,122 were reg- 


istered to vote by July 1. 


Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller 


has predicted that 75,000 to 
100,000 of those will turn out for 
the Republican gubernatorial 
primary, more than double the 
29,245 who participated in 1968. 


Neal Sox Johnson, GOP exec- 


utive director, says he would 
not be "disappointed" if be- 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 vote to 
decide among Rockefeller and 
his three Republican rivals. 


Among the Democratic candi- 


dates, former Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus and Speaker Hayes Mc- 
Gerkin of the Arkansas House 
say they believe that about 
400,000 will vote in the primary. 
Bill Wells of Hermitage, anoth- 
er candidate, thinks 350,000. 


McClerkin and Wells say that 


one reason they believe this 
year's vote total for eight Dem- 
ocratic candidates may fall be- 
low that for six in 1968 is that 
more persons might be attract- 
ed by the Republican primary. 
Both also say they don't think 
there has been much interest in 
the campaign. 


In addition, Wells says, he 


thinks the GOP primary will 
draw a greater number of vot- 
ers, siphoning them from the 
Democratic race.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


week-old Federal Communica- 
tions Commission decision on 
the Fairness Doctrine could 
mean the end to the two-party 
system in politics, Democratic 
Chairman Lawrence F. O'Brien 
says.

broadcasts to respond to Nix- 
on's television-radio broadcasts 
when the network considered 
fairness dictated it. 


The FCC decision "expressly 


rejected any principle embod- 
ying right of reply or rebuttal to 
the president," FCC Chairman 
Dean Burch said last Monday. 


O'Brien said 
the decision 


meant that the "party in power 
will be able to exert tremendous 
influence and control over pub- 
lic opinion in this country, with 
the opposition left almost help- 
less to communicate the alter- 
natives available in a free socie- 
ty." 


O'Brien said he is petitioning 


the FCC to reconsider its ruling 
and—in the meantime—to stay 
the effectiveness of its order so 
that the Republican Party won't 
be given free prime time before 
the commission rules. 


Stanton said CBS also is peti- 


tioning the FCC to reconsider its 
ruling. He said the FCC had in- 
correctly applied its Fairness 
Doctrine by ordering CBS to 
give a Republican spokesman 
time to respond to O'Brien's 
July 7 broadcast.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Citing 


a campaign by senators opposed 
to the Vietnam war, Sen.

senator and lobbyists?" Dole 
asked. 


He said senators involved in 


the activities of the Amend- 
ment-to-End-the-War 
Commit- 


tee have solicited and collected 
contributions whose main pur- 
pose has been to influence the 
vote on the amendment. 


While not contending any vio- 


lation of law by his colleagues, 
Dole said there is no doubt spon- 
sors of the amendment have 
broken new ground in the field 
of lobbying. And he said the 
practice may endanger the Sen- 
ate. 


He said he intends to propose 


legislation clarifying the law. 
"The public interest demands 
that firm lines of demarcation 
be drawn and currently existing 
loopholes be closed," he said.

Fight Eases

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) - Viet Cong and Notth 
Vietnamese forties within sight 
of Phnom Penh slammed mor- 
tars into Cambodian defense 
lines across the Mekong river 
from the royal palace, a mili- 
tary spokesman reported today. 
But hard fighting reported 
Thursday within six miles of the 
capital eased off. 


Heavy losses were reported 


on both sides. The spokesman 
said at least 19 Cambodian 
troops were killed and 124 
wounded. He claimed 900 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong were 
killed, a claim that foreign ob- 
servers generally viewed with 
skepticism. 


The spokesman said while 


some enemy troops fired a few 
mortars into government posi- 
tions directly across the mile- 
wide river from the royal pal- 
ace, the bulk of the enemy 
force was about six miles north- 
east of the capital. The mortar 
fire "was just a probe to check 
our defenses and draw them 
out," he added. 


The Cambodian forces re- 


treated about two miles south- 
ward to Prek Kraboa from Prek 
Tameak late Thursday after 
Prek Tameak was overrun by 
heavily armed enemy forces. 
The Cambodian spokesman said 
the withdrawal was a tactical 
move to permit allied bombers 
to hammer the enemy.
